WORST STORM SINOE THE GREAT 
BLIZZARD OF 1888. 


Travel in the City Impeded, Railroad Op- 
erations Interrupted, and Navigation 
Made Dangerous—Damage on the New 
Jersey Coast—Terrible Experience of 
Two Steamers on Lake Michigan—At 


‘Gorge at Cincinnati Breaks. 

New Yors, Jan. 6—[Special,|—When 

Gothamites looked out of their windows this 
morning and caught a first glimpse of what 
was going on out of doors they were forcibly 
reminded of a similar scene which broke 
upon their astonished eyes one fine morning 
in March nearly five years ago, when the fa- 
mous and never to be forgotten blizzard 
struck the town. 
- The air was filled with fine, driving snow- 
flakes, swept along by a blustering gale from 
the northw which sent them swirling and 
eddying over housetops and had heaped 
them up in big, deep drifts in the streets. The 
whole city was buried under its soft covering 
of white. In fact it was the first old-fashioned 
snow-storm that has visited- New York in 
many a winter, and folks began to realize this 
clearly as soon 4s they got out and started to 
reach their places of business. 

In places there was four feet of snow. Many 
of the street car lines were blocked and the 
“L” trains went gingerly at half speed. The 
usual breakdown on Brooklyn bridge oc- 
curred. The people with sleighs were out 
early, and the park was merry with the jingle 
of bells. 

During last night between eleven and twelve 
inches of snow fell. After midnight the tem- 
perature fell slowly from 26° to 19°, which was 
the record at 8 o’clock this morning. The ve- 
locity of the wind was thirty-three mules an 
hour and this speed was continued during the 
morning tall 10 o’clock, when the sun broke 
through the clouds. The storm greatly de- 
layed the arrival of mails. The mails from 
the West, due to arrive at 6 a. m., were five 


from two to three hours behind scheduletime. 
Heaviest on the Coast. 


The storm ‘was the heaviest along the New 
York, New Jersey, and Connecticut coasts. 
None of the trains in Westchester County were 
delayed until the tannel was reached. West- 
bound trains were delayed all along the Hud- 
son River. Trains coming into Jersey City 
and Hoboken were delayed, but they were not 
crowded as much as was expected, for many 
people bore in mind the blizzard and did not 
leave their homes, 

The storm was the most severe of the season 
on Long Island. In some places the roads 
‘are impassable. ‘The horse cars in Long Isl- 
and City did notrun, the tracks being com- 
pletely covered. The trains on the Long 
Island railroad all ran behind time, suow- 
plows being unable to keep the tracks clear. 
In some places in Suffolk County the snow 
had drifted into the railroad cuts many feet 
high, and it is doubtfulif some of the trains 
from the extreme east end of the island will 
be able to get thtough until the cuts are dug 
out. : ¢ 

Last night was one of the worst experienced 
by boatmen on Long Island Sound in years. 
Navigation was difficult and dangerous, The 
bid sound boats showed evidence of the rough 
passage. Small vessels were compelled to 
make harbors along the Connecticut and Long 
Island shores. The storm interfered con- 
siderably with the river and harbor traffig.

Lora and Wisconsin Reach Port with 
Cargo Shifted. 

Geanp Haven, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special. ]— 
Coated. with ice from stem to stern the 
steainer Lora of the Vandalia line presented a 
weird appearance when it arrived in port this 
morning. The crew was almost frantic with 
joy to be on land once more. The Lora left 
Benton Harbor at 10 p. m. Wednesday bound 
for Milwaukee with a load of steel. It was 
out about two hours when a terrific gale from 
the northwest sprang up. The ship ca- 
reened before the | mighty blasts for 
several hours, and the Captain seeing 
it useless to attempt to make Milwaukee 
headed for Racine.

great damage to coal fleets. Heavy 
ice has been floatmg and forming in 
the river for two or three days. The gorge 
formed at 9 a.m. today between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville bridge and the Cincinnati 
Southern railway bridge. Thisis a distance 
oftwo miles. In this immense frozen raft 
were locked all the coal fleets, the nine 
packets, and several towboats. The harbor 
boats Comet, Benwood, and Alice Barr tried 
all day to break the gorge, but without re- 
sult. 

At 4:30 this immense body of ice began to 
move in a solid mass, The packets and tow- 
boats, to all appearances, escaped with little 
or no injury. On the other hand, every coal 
fleet suffered. The Pittsburg Coal company 
lost four barges and two flats; value, 
$10,000. Collier, Budd & Co, lost four 
barges and several flate; value, $10,- 
000. These were on the Ohio side 
of the river. Just opposite them, at Ludlow, 
Ky., Mr. Buck lost sixteen barges valued at 
$40,000. Seven miles further down the river is 
Addiston, on the Ohio side. Here two barges 
and three flats have been taken away, value 
$10,000. Other losses are estimated at $30,000, 
making a total of $100,000. 

But the danger is not over, and the situa- 
tion is still threatening. At 9 tonight the 
gotge stopped at North Bend, thirteen miles 
below here. Another gorge formea just above 
Lawrenceburg, Ind., twenty-three miles down 
the river. Between these two gorges the water 
is clear. In the front of the upper 
gorge are locked the coal boats 
and barges, such as have not gone down. Be- 
hind them is three miles of ice. There seems 
scarcely a possibility of saving any of the 
property in this prison of ice. The river above 
is open, but is floating heavy ice. If another 
gorge forms here tonight greater damage will 
be done. People are expecting a rise in coal

He 
says itis entitled to sixteen districts. The 
bill will probably be remvudeled to suit the 
Speaker’s views. 

Theodore L. Nelson, Secretary of the State 
committee; James W. Twohig, ex-Clerk of 
the Election Commissionere; and Mayor Ho.

It is pro- 
posed to amend the Senate rules in the same 
way. ‘The majority could thus push through 
the bills But the bluader about the 
Senatorial mill renders that impossible 
now. It was hoped also that the 
Republicans would be caught napping. And 
to say the truth the Republicans have been 
somewhat drowsy. There is not a Republican 
member here who had the remotest idea con- 
cerning the apportionment a week ayo. Not 
one of them gave it a thought apparently un- 
til Taz Trirswune called attention to the sub- 
ject. Then Mr. Messick was sent for. The 
result of the conference will probably be the 
preparation of two bills representing the Re- 
publicans’ views when the apportionment 
cémmittees yet together towards the end of 
next weeks r. Messick says he will give the 
matter his immediate attention. He will 
probably call other members of the State 
eom mittee, and Secretary Jamnieson, and As.

There are sixteen 
Congressional districts in the State outaide of 
Cook County now,and he thinks that the 
representation of that portion of the State 
ought not to be reduced, It is intimated that 
thi+ compromise meets with the views of Gov..- 
elect Altgeld, who wants to be United States 
Senator, and whose ambition would be pro- 
moted by giving Cook County all the Sena- 
torial districts to which it 1s fairly entitled 
under the law on the basis of the Federal cen- 
sus of 1890. 

But this compromise will be fought by the 
Egyptian Democrats.

The Johnsoll Resolution Will Likely Be

for the Inauguration—Democratic Ap- . 
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duce a number of bills for the adjustment of 
salaries, One of these provides for the in- 
crease of the annual salaries of State officers, 
making that of the Governor $10,000; Secre- 
tary of State, Auditor, and Attorney-General 
$5,000, and State ‘Treasurer $15,000. Attached 
to the clause raising the Treasurer’s salary is 
a proviso requiring the accounting for the dis. 
position in an annual report of all State 
moneys placed on interest, and the showing in 
such report that all interest received has been 
covered into the State Treasury. The salaries 
of State officers not mentioned above are to 
be raised in proportion to the advance named. 

Another bili provides for the anendment of 

Chicago Primary Election law so that 
judges and clerks of such elections, who are 
now-required to serve without compensation, 
shail receive $4 per day, to be paid by 
political party holding the election. 

A third bill provides for the doubling of the 
present salary of the County Treasurer of 
Cook County, with a proviso for the account- 
ing for and covering inte the County Treasury 
of all interest on county money. The City 
Treasurer of Chicago is looked after in like 
manner by a fourth bill. 

Ry another bill the reputed bocdleism of 
Chicago Aldermen is endeavored to be reg- 
ulated or reduced, the bill provid for an 
annual aldermanic salary of $2, Mr. 
Erickson argues that if paid a reasonable sal- 
ary for their services the alleged tendency to 
dem and receive money for votes will be 
decreased. 

Looking after future lawmakers Mr. Erick- 
son also hasa bill increasing the per diem of 
members of the Legislature to $10.

TO AMEND THE ASSESSMENT ACT. 


Bill Empowering Assessors to Examine 
Property-Owners Under Oath. 

Sprinerizxp, Iil., Jan. 6.—Among the bills 
to be presented on the revenue question is one 
drafted by Representative Tice of Menard 
providing for the taxation of notes and other 
evidences of indebtedness. The bill is 
amendatory of Secs. 26 and 27 of the Ao- 
sessmevt act, and provides that those sectsons 


shall hereafter be as follows: | 

That whenever the Assessor shall be of the opin- 
ion that the person listing property for himself 
or for any other person, company, or corporation 
has not made a full, fair, and complete schedule 
of such property, be may examine such person 
under oath in regard to the amount of the prop- 
erty he is required to schedule, and for that pur- 
pose he is authorized to administer oaths, and if 
such persén shall refuse to answer under oath 
and a full discovery made, the Assessor may list 


cording to his best judgment andinformation. If 
the person so examined shall swear falsely he 
shall be guilty of perjury ard punished ac- 
cordingly. All notes, bonds, . or other 
eevidences of indebtedness held by any 
person, company. or corporation after the taking 
effect of this act shall be presented by the lawful 
owners or holders of the same or their agents for 
taxation. And it shall be the duty of the Asses- 
sor or his duly qualified deputy, upon the rendi- 
tion of such evidence of indebtedness, to stamp 
such evidence of indebtedness with the seal or 
stamp to be provided by said Assessor for such 
purpose, indicating such evidence of indebt- 
einen had been lis r taxation, ong the date 
ing ty, and d 
signed by ‘them. | or 
stam such evi of indebtedness, make a 
careful and complete register of all such evideace 
of indebtedness, noting the amount, names of 
payee and payer, ahd when due. Such registers 
shall be kept separate from the regular property 
sheet and shall be for the exclusive use of the As- 
sessor and Collector in the discharge of their du- 
ties, In case of the failure, neglect, or refusal of 
any bolder or owner of. any such evidence of in- 
debtedness ta present the same at each annual 
assessment period during the existence of the 
same for tye purpose of'taxation the legal hold- 
er or owner thereof shall forfeit all right to en- 
force the collection of any and all interest which 
may bave accumulated thereon in any court in 
this State. 

in making up the amount of the real and per- 
sonal property which any person is required to 
list for himself, or for any person, company, or 
corporation, he shall be entitled to deduct from 
the gross amount assessed against such real and 
personal property the amount of all bona fide 
debts owing by such person, company, or cor- 
poration for a consideration received. On giving 
credits on account of indebtedness the same rule 
asto value shall be applied as when such evi- 
dences of indebtedness are listed for taxation in 
the hands of the legal owner or holder; povided, 
the evidence of such indebtedness shall have been 
listed and assessed as provided in Sec. 26 of 
act; but no acknowledgment of indebtedness 
not founded on actual consideration, be- 
lieving when received to have been adequate. 
and no such acknowledgment madepfor the 
purpose of being so deducted, shall be considered 
a debt within the meaning of this section, and so 
much only of any liability as surety for others 
shall be deducted as the person making out the 
statement believes he “is legally and equitably 
bound and will be compelled to pay on account 
of the inability or insolvency of the principal 
debtor, and if there are other sureties who are 
able to contribute, then only so much as the sure- 
ty in whose behalf the statement was made will 
be bound tocoatribute. Provided, that nothing 
in this section shall be so construed as to apply to 
any bank, company, or corporation exercising 
banking powers or privileges. The Assessor may 
also examine under ‘ath the. person being as- 
sesse(l as to any actual existing indebtedness he 
may claim to be owing by him.

LEGISLATION FOR THE BICYCLISTS. 


Mr, Paddock Has a Bill Providing for 
“Hard Roads.” 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 6.—In the agitation 
before the General Assembly for “ hard 
roads’”’ legislation the greatest strength of the 
movement will probably be derived from the 
wheelmen, who claim to control 30,000 or 
40,000 votes in the State. William A. Con- 
nelly of Danviile is here representing the 
League of American Wheelmen to urge “ hard 
roads ”’ legislation, and reports that he bas re- 
ceived such encouragement as to convince him 
that effective legislation will be secured dur- 
ing this session. Representative Paddock of 
Kankakee has the bill, which has received the 
apgrers of the League of Il/inois Wheelmen, 

which he will introduce as soon 
as the committees are organized. 
It provides for a State system 
hard roads, to be under the contro! of three 
Commissioners to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor with the consent of the Senate, not more 
than two of whom are to beof one political 
party. The employment of an engineer is au- 
thorized and under his direction the Board of 
Supervisors in each “wy empowered to 
select the highways to improved. The 
work is to be paid for by a system of special 
assessments on contiagent property or dis- 
tricts may he established in the county, as the 
Board of Supervisors may elect. But the 
roads are to be absolutely under State con- 
trol. Alltheaid the State is to give is the 
payment of the salaries of the Commissioners 
aud the engineer, with necessary clerical serv- 
ice and stationery. The bil! asks for $25,000 
for the two years ending June 30, 1895. The 
bill is modeled after a New York law.

Mr. Hesing disposed of some of his stock in 
the Staats-Zeitung when his son Washington 


became the directing head, but the Hesings ° 


still retain the controlling interest. When the 
Chicago Inter-State industrial Exposition was 
organized in 1873 Mr. Hesing took a promi- 
nent part and was a member of the first Ex- 
ecutive Board of that corporation. He served 

a member of the Lincoln Park Board of 
Cieninitelenses from 1874 to 1876, and he took 
an active part in the People’s party Mayoralty 
movement inl 

Mr. Hesing has always taken an active in- 
terest in charitable work and was active in 
the establishment of Sj. Elizabeth Hospital, 
the Houses of Providence, and the Altenheiim 
Home. Heis also President of the Schiller 
Theater company.

Nearly every day our courts are sentencing to 
the itentiary young men under 21 years of 
age, in many instances their first offense, and in 
many cases the offense isa technical one. Hun- 
dreds are sent to the penitentiary by courts and 
jary merely for the purpose of saving the county 

m the expense of a jail sentence, which would 
have been ample punishment for the crime com- 
mitted, thereby b an Bae character forever 
and increasing the number of the criminal class 
as well as inflicting a punishment in violation of 
the above P rane oman our Constitution. Two- 
thirds of the prisouers of our penitentiaries are 
under 30 years of age. To expect to reform this 
class of prisoners by a fo association with 
hundreds of hardened and confirmed criminals, 
murderers, thieves, and counterfeiters would be 
to reason that evil associations do not contami- 
pate orcorrupt. Theignominyof the ex-peniten- 
tiary convict follows him like a.destroying angel 
wherever he goes, An administration of criminal 
justice that visits on the young and first offender 
such a terrible punishment for a slight offense, a 
punishment that ends only with death and de- 
prives him from obtain honorable on 
ment and the association of reputable persons, is 
a disgrace to Christian civilizauon, a mockery of 
the administration of justice, and a sad cum- 
mentary upon statesmaaship. ; 

During my term Ihave commuted the prison 
sentences of forty boys to commitment to the 
reform school. The Board of Control in its re- 
port says that only four of said boys have shown 
cnoaeaioen unworthy of executive clemency. If 
the State was not at this time so burdened with 
the expense of the construction of so many new 
buildings I would earnestly recommend the 
establishment of an institution to be cailed by 
some such name as an “industrial School,” for 
the confinement of such convicts and of those 
guilty of their first offense, whose former char- 
acter had been good, in order that they might 
have at least one chance to return to the path of 
rectitude and to the favorable recognition of 
their fellow-men. , 

In our penal institutions we have nearly 2,000 
inmates, a large percentage of whom have ap- 
plications on file for executive clemency. During 
my incumbency the demands made upon me have 
been many. lam firmly convinced that the ex- 
ecutive should have assistance in the considera- 
tion of applications for pardons and I recommend 

a law be passed authorizing him to appoint 
a commission of such a number as may be thought

MINNESOTA MORTGAGE FORECLOSURES. 


The Method of Procedure Stated in a De- 
cision by the Sapreme Court, 


Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 6.—[Special. |—In the 
foreclosure suit of Henry Seibert, trustee, 
etc., vs. Minneapolis and St. Louis railway et 
al., defendants, Fidelity Insurance, Trust and 
Safe Deposit company, respondeut, Central 
Trust company of New York, respondent, F. 
H. Griggs, intervenor appellant, the Supreme 
Court today gave this decision: 

A complaint in intervention by an individual 
bondholder in a suit by a trustee to foreclose a 
certain mortgage executed by the defendant rail- 
way company, and in which other mortgageors 
are made defendants, set forth in separate 
portions thereof the facts under which 
he claims the right to have 
several mortgages securing his bonds foreclosed 
in this action, held that a mortgagee defendant 
might demur to the separate portion of the com- 
plaint relating to his mortgage, though the de- 
mand for relief was not fully stated 
therein. A mortgagee who is trustee hold- 
ing title to the. security for all the 
bondholders as beneficiaries is the proper party 
to institute foreclosure proceedings, but 1n case 
of unreasonable neglect or a refusal to discharge 
his duty any bondholder may bring an action to 
enforce the security for the common benefit. 
But it is competent for the bondholders 
to agree themselves upon what conditions 
this right may be exercised by an individual 
bondholder, and a provision in the mortgage that 
no proceedings in law or equity shall be taken by 
any bondholder secure 
foreclose the equity of redemption in- 
dependently of the trustee until 
the refusal of the trustee to comply with a requisi- 
tion first made upon him by the holders of a cer- 
tain percentage of the bonds secured by said 
mortgage is reasonable and vaiid. Order 
affirmed, 


DAIRY PRODUCT FULLY EQUALS WHEAT. 


It Can Be Increased, Says E. L. Furness, by 
the Use of Silage for Feed. 


InprAnapouis, Ind., Jan. 6.—[Special. ]— 
‘How to Run a Dairy Farm” was discussed 
at the second day’s session of the Indiana 
Dairy Association today. Mrs. Mary C. Alex- 
ander of Franklin demonstrated that women 
were particularly fitted for conducting tv 
dairy business. E. L. Furness of Porter 
County discussed “Silage as a Fuod for Dairy 
Cattle.”” Mr. Furness said that from twelve 
to thirty tons of corn silage can be grown 
to the acre. Feeding fifty pounds to a 
cow a day would owe _ sufficient to 
keep her from 480 to 1,200 days on one acre’s 
product. The dairy product of the United 
States for 1892 amounted in value to $350,000,- 
000, or $25,000,000 more than the money value 
of wheat. The amount should be greatly in- 
creased and could be by the use of the silo.

Saw Francisco, Cal., Jan. -6.—[Special.]— 
The Senatorial situation in California is, as 
usual, badly muxed, though it has cleared 


somewhat so far asthe Democrats are con- 
cerned by the nomination in caucus of Stephen 
M. White. The seat now occupied by Charles 
N. Felton of San Francisco will become va- 
cant March 4, and the Legislature now in ses- 
sion at Sacramento will endeavor to choose a 
successor to Felton. 

There are 120 members of the Legislature. 
The Democrats claim fifty-niné votes on joint 
ballot, or twoshort of a majority. The Re- 
publicans have fifty-three, and the balance of 
power thus lies with the eight Populist mem- 
bera, all of whom arein the Assembly. These 
eight are understood to be pledged to vote as 
a unit from first to last for a Populist candi- 
date whom they are to select in a caucus at 
Sacramento. So far as their antecedents can 
be reached these men are, failing their Peo- 
ple’s party allegiance, chiefly of Republican 
tendencies. In this fact lies the Republican 
hope for success in the event of a protracted 
struggle between the Democratic candidates.

Stephen M. White, who has been nominated 
in caucus by the Democrats, is one of the 
strongest nen in the California Democracy 
His strength is increased by the fact that he 
hails from Southern California, whence come 
most of the eight Populista. Southern Cali- 
fornia is young and growing and full of de- 
sire. ‘There have already come hints from the 
Ponulists of that section that if a Democrat 
must succeed Senator Felton it ought to be a 
Southern California Democrat. All this 
augurs well for White. 

During the last campaign Mr. . White 
stumped the State as the champion of the 
Democratic ideas of the tariff and the vurren- 
cy, rticipating in six joint debates with 
M. M, Estee, tne Republican representative. 
White is immensely popular in the country, 
even outside of the southern citrus belt. 

W. W. Foote of San Francisco is the other 
aspirant. Behind him is the all-powerful city 
delegation, numbering the shrewdest political 
manipulators of the State and carrying with 
it the prestige of the metropolis, which is no 


small factor in a legislative contest. Fifty 
years of age, prosperous and popular, ag- 
gressive and able, he is heart and soul in the 
fight. Foote is a Mississippian by birth, and 
by descent a State’s Rights Democrat. 

The Footes came to California in 1854 
when the father ran for the Senate and missed 
it by one vote. When the war broke out the 
family returned to the South, the elder Foote 
entering the Confederate Congress and the 
younger donning the gray. W. Foute 
caine out of the Rebellion a Confederate 
Captain, and though he had been admitted to 
the bar begaa life as a newspaper man, work- 
ing in Kansas City and Denver, and finaily 
drifting to California. ‘Here he abandoned 
journalism for the law, in which he has pros- 
pered quite steadily. He is a _ brother- 
in-law of Senator William M. Stewart of Ne- 
vada, and is popularly supposed, while a good 
party man, to lean toward the latter’s extreme 
financial views. 

Before the Democratic National convention 
Foote was a bitter anti-Cleveiand man, and 
some of his violent denunciazons of the 
party’s ultimate choice got around.

“There is no combimation as to prices or 
output; the country is not apportioned; there 
ia no elevator trust whatever,” said Attorney 
James H. Raymond yesterday when asked to 
give some information regarding the agree- 
ment which surface facts indicate exists 
among some of the heaviest manufacturers of 
passenger elevators, 

Mr. Raymond is General Counsel 
for the National Elevator company, 
and on the heels of his statement that no trust 
existed he told a Tarsune reporter yesterday 
that if the outcome of pending litigation in 
which that company was concerned was fa- 
vorable to it it would be placed in complete 
control of more than 200 patents covering ap- 


pliances used in elevators. To a man who. 


heard what Mr. Raymond and G. W. Hale of 
the Hale Elevator company had to aay it would 
look as if the National Elevator company 
would be in a position to enjoy and enforce the 
powers which are commonly supposed to be 
the particular pr. perty of trusts. 

More than this—and here is where the 
owners of big buildmgs in Chicago are most 
interested—the National company proposes to 
claim its own wherever found. The National 
company’s “own,” if the Appellate Court’s 
decision is favorable, will include, it is 
claimed, all the elevators which havé been 
built without permission under patents which 
it claims. Its claims will be enforced against 
the innocent purchasers of these elevators. 
The National Elevator company will be 
entitled to collect damages from. ali 
of these purchasers. 

“If a man steals my watch and sells it to 
a second man and he toa third and he to a 
fourth, the law allows me to recover it,” said 
G. W. Hale. “It makes no difference how 
many pairs of hands it passes through, I can 
take it wherever] find it. It is the same with 
all kinds of property, elevators included. We 
can follow the machine recover it. The 
law is a slow process, but the day of reckon- 
ing comes sooner or later. There 
are manufacturers using our patents 
and claiming to own them. They have sold 
their elevators lower than machines could be 
constructed. A good many have been sold in 
Chicago. The owners of the buildings in 
which théy are used will be lable to us for 
their value.”

The National Elevator company was organ- 
ized back in the °70s as the Hydraulic E£le- 
vator company.

Some years 
ago its naine was changed to the National El- 
evator company. The stockholders are chiefly 
elevator men. Thecompany now claims 268 
patents. It grants license to use them, and 
among the companies which pay royalty to 
the National Elevatorcompany are some of 
largest in the country. G. W. Hale yesterday 
said the list included the Hale company, Otis 
company, Crane company, Stokes & Panish 
company of Philadelphia, and he believed one 
other large concern. Most of them, it is said, 
are stockholders in the National Elevator 
company. 

In the litigation to which Attorney Ray- 
mond refers the S Elevator company 
is the defendant. This company was organ- 
ized by W. H. Wells Jr., who was formerly 
with the Crane company. The elevators 
manufactured by the Standard company were 
declared to be an infringement of patents. 
The case was heard before Judge Blodgett.

MES, KLEY PREFERS GRAVE CHARGES. 
Files in Court an Unusual Bill for 
Separate Maintenance, 

Serious charges are made against John A. 
Kley in a bill for separate maintenance filed 
yesterday in the Circuit Court. The com- 
plainant is his wife, Margaret Kley. Kley is 
President of the Weir and Craig Manufactur- 
ing company, lives at No. 325 Codar street, 
and is widely and favorably known in Engie- 
wood. The complainant alleges that her hus- 
band has spent a vast amount of money on a 
young woman named Ruby Belle Ammon, 
No. 3112 Cottage Grove avenue. The couple 
were married in May, 1868, and have one son, 
Percy A. Kley, living in New York. For some 
time, says the bill, thedefendant has spent his 
time and money on Miss Ammon and Dec. 28 
last he left home, taking with him a large 
amount of money. 

In November, it is alleged, Kley told his 
wife he wanted to a house and lot at No. 
5765 La Salle s to a German Lutheran, 
whose name he had torgotten. Mrs. Kley ac- 
cordingly signed a deed in blank. Kley, she 
says, took it, inserted the name of Miss Am- 
mon, and recorded the deed. This convey- 
ance, she says, wae without any consideration 
except his unholy affection for the woman. 
To add to her misery she charges that the 
defenaant spent $20,000 in one year buying 
Miss Ammon and her family diamonds, clothe 
ing, portraits, and other presents. So infat- 
uated did he become that, she says, he com- 

letely exhausted his bank account and drew 
$20,000 from the surplus fund of the company 
in asingle year. 

On the occasion of his leaving home Mrs. 
Kley states the defendant took all the valuables 
belonging to him, including the certificate of 
stock in the Weir and Craig company, worth 
$50,000. She was left destitute and in danger 
of becoming a beggar for the ordinary wants 
of life. When these matters were laid before 
Judge Horton the latter granted an injunction 
restraining the defendant from disposing of 
his stock and property and restraiing the co- 
defendant from disposing of the property 
deeded to her by the defendant,

with a black mustache and hair slightly sprin- 
kled with gray answered thermg. “ Mra, 
Ammonis not at home, but she may be later,” 
he said, When asked about Mr. Kley the man 
suid he knew nothing of him, and added that 
he was an officer. é finally admitted that he 
was only a friend of Mrs, Ammon. 

It was said by pers)ns who know Mrs. Am- 
mon that a man w description tallies 
Kley’s has paid her considerable attention. 
Nearly a week ago, they said, his visits ceased.

* British Columbia occupying, as it does, a 
position between two American possessions, 
Alaska and the United States, will be an in- 
teresting factor in the World’s Fair,” said 
Capt. J. L. Powers of Victoria, B. C., at the 
Palmer House yesterday. Gov. Dewdney, 
who was@ecently appointed in place of Sir 
Hugh Nelson, is an enthusiastic advocate of a 
fine exhibit from the Province, believing that 
it is the one great opportunity to practically 
demonstrate to the world the comparatively 
unknown resources of the country. British 
Columbia is an exceedingly prosperous coun- 
try today, though we lack population for the 
vast area within our limits. o this fact, to- 
gether with a lack of capital, may be attrib- 
uted the slow growth and development of our 
resources. What California was to America 
in the mining days of '49, British Columbia is 
to the Dominion of Canada today. Thata 
large portion of the country 1s inaccessible is 
true, owing to the rugged character of eur 
mountains. Yet, the mines are richer by far 
than the foothills of the Sierras in California, 
even in the paimy days of Dutch Flat and the 
country surrounding the headwaters of the 
Sacramento River. 

The Canadian Pacific road has been a civil- 
izing factor and has brought eur mining re- 
gions in closer touch with the outside world, 
especially in the Okanogan district, and I un- 
derstand the Great Northern road 1s now well 
into the Kootenay mines, which are calculat- 
ed to create lively interest this spring. The 
new camp 1 really an overlooked continua- 
tion of the old Caribou district, famous in 
1850 for its rich deposits of placer gold. 
Caribou is the landmark of past history. 
Forty years ago a camp of 10,000 men was 
there. Most of the miners of that time were 
migratory, being wafted like the wind from 
one new excitement to another, often leaving 
paying claims to seek something better. Many 
came from California and formed a contin- 
gent of the famous expedition of the old 
steamer Brother Jonathan, which sailed from 
San Francisco in 1850 for the British Colum- | 
bia El Dorado. 

**T remember distinctly many of the exciting 
scenes in the early Caribou-camp. In two 
years from the opening of the camp it dwin- 
dled down from a population of 10,000 to less 
than 1,000 souls, and today there is not left in 
the cafion one of the original inhabitants. 
After all these years we expect to see those 
scenes reénacted this spring in the Kooteney 
district, which has been found richer than 
Caribou ever was, and is so situated that the 
cam has ample transportation facilities. 

am on my way homefrom a trip to 
Europe, and in a sojourn in Hampshire, En- 
gland, my memory of old Caribou days was 
revived through a story told me by Sir Will- 
iain Heathcote of Hursley. The Heathcote 
estate is one of the most extensive in England. 
I learned the family history. Young Percy 
Heathcote sailed for America and finally 
drifted to California. Wandering aimlessly 
from one camp to another he gradually lost 
his identity in the cognomen of * English 
Percy.’ Three years afterward he appeared 
in the Caribou camp in British Columbia, 
where he struck a paying claim and accumu- 
lated a small fortune. About this time he 
fell in with an old minerfrom San Fran- 
cisco known in camp as °*Old Caribou.’ 
The iatter came to the camp with his wife and 
daughter, about 18 years of age. 

“The girl was pointed out by every miner 
as the ‘Caribou Queen.’ _ Young Heathcote 
feil in love with this mountain wild flower and 
they were married. Two years later old Cari- 
bou died. Heathcote left the distriét with his 
wifé and little son. A few months afterward 
a letter was received by Sir William announc- 
ing his death and begging the father to find 
the wife and son and provide for them. 

‘*The wife probably aever knew the true 
identity of her husband, nor did she realize 
that her little son would some day be heir to a 
baronetcy. On the death of the elder son a 
few years ago the descendant of the younger, 
who died in this country, became heir to the 
Heathcote estate. Today this young man is 
living somewhere in the United States obliv- 
ious of his English possessions, and the es- 
tate is now in the hands of a distant relative.”

RAILROAD PRESIDENTS APPEAR IN 
A NOVEL ROLE. 


They Now Propose to Strengthen the Hands 
ofthe Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion—A Bill ‘to Permit Pooling Con- 
tracts the Basis of a Hearing Before 
the House Committee—Chauncey De- 
pew Makes the Principal Address—War 
on Rates from California Points, 


Wasuineton, D.C., Jan. 6.—|Special.]— 
The railroad Presidents made their second ap- 
pearance in the novel réle of supporters of 
the Inter-State Commerce law today. This 
time tne hearing was before the House Com- 
mittee on Inter-StateCommerce. A bill iden- 
tical with the one ifitroduced in the Senate to 
permit pooling contracts is before the com- 
mittee and furnished the basis of the hearing. 
Among those present were President Roberts 
of the Pennsylvania railroad ; President Meyer 
of the Baltimore and Ohio; Capt.,.Green, Vice- 
President of the Pennsylvania; President 
Sloan Of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern ;John K: Cowen, counsel for the Baltimore 
and Ohio; Gen. John McNulta of the Vander- 
bilt system; Aldace F. Walker, Chairman of 
the Eastern Joint committee, and George R. 
Blanchard, Chairman of the Central Traffic 
Association. 

There was a full attendance of members of 
the committee, to many of whom the proposi- 
tions broached were entirely new. They 
know the railroads wanted pooling legalized 
and had a vague understanding that in return 
for this the roads were willing to have the law 
strengthened so that some of the provisions 
supposed to be in favor of the public could 
be enforced. The great benefit of pooling as 
it appears to the transportation companies 
was clearly brought out, and in a general way 
the impression was left on the Congressional 
mind that this was more important than any 
of the other proposed amendments. 

Chauncey Depew made the principal ad- 
dress and went over almost the same ground 
that he traveled when the hearing was before 
the Senate committee. 

Mr. Depew said that the railroad mind has 
changed and is now of the belief that it is for

TAKES IN ALL MAIL CARRIERS, 


President Harrison Issues an’ Order Ex- 
tending the Rules of the Service. 

WaAsutnetor, D. C., Jan. 6.—The President 
has extended by an amendment to Postal Rule 
1 the classification ot the postal service so as 
to include ail free delivery offices, of which 
there are understood to be 601. Fifty-three of 
these offices are at present classified. Before 
this extension the Civil Service rules applied 
only to those postoffices which had as many as 
fifty employés. Now the service extends to 
all nostoffices where carriers are employed. 
Followimg is the President’s order: 

Sec. 2 of Postal Rule 1 is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

The ciassification of the postal service made by 
the Postmaster-General under Sec,6 of the act 
of Jan. 16, 1383, is hereby extended to all free de- 
livery postoflices and hereafter whenever any 
postoffice becomes a free delivery office the said 
classification or any then existing classification 
made by the Postmaster-General under said sec- 
tion and act shall apply thereto; and the Civil 
Service Comnfission shall provide examinations 
to test the fitness of persons to fill vacancies in 
all free delivéry postoffices: and these rules shail 
be in force therein: but this shall not include 
any postotilice made an experimental free delivery 
oflice under the authority contained in the ap- 
propriation act of Mareh 3, 1891. Every revision 
of the classificataon of any postoffice under Sec. 6 
of the act- of Jan, 16, 1883, and every inclusion of 
a postoffice within the classified postal service 
shall be reported to the President. 


President’s Attitude on Consular Sealing. 


The more Président Harrison and Secretary 
Foster have gone into the subject of consular 
sealing. in preparing the papers called for by the 
House resolution as to. privHeges of Canadian 
roads, the more they have. felt that something 
ought to be done which would offset the persist- 
ent unfriendliness of. the Canadian Government.

‘*- Vuring the last twenty-five years the rail- 
roads have been greatly improved,’ continued 
Mr. Depew, “hey have steel rails, thirty- 
ton instead of ten-ton cars, and 100-ton ioco- 
motives, so that we can carry 1,000 tons nuw 
as easily as we could 200 formerly. Most of 
the benefit from this reduction has gone to the 
public and tothe employés, and not to the 
railways.

New York, Jan. 6,—Statistics collected by the 
Railroad Gatette show that the motive duild- 
ing in the United States in year 3592 was 
probably about 13 per cent less than in the year 
1891. The total number of locomotives built by 
private works was about 2,000. On the other 
hand the output of freight cars has increased in 
about the-sameé proportion as that of locomotives 
bas decreased and tbe total number built will not 
vary much from 100,( In both cases these 
figures are for the product of private companies 
as distinguished from the railroad companies, and 
the figures are not given out as absolately correct 
because of the impossibility of giving complete 
returns. 


Aid for the Reading Company. 


New York, Jan. 6.—It became known in Wall 
street today that the Reading railroad company 
has received $6,000,000 from a syndicate, headed 
by Messrs. Speyer & Company of this city, to be 
secured by an issue of the collatera! trust bonds, 
of which up to this time only $2,000,000 has been 
issued.

SPACE TO BE ALLOTTED AT ONCE. 


This Task to Be Completed Within Ten 
Days—Special Directors’ Meeting. 

Every available foot of space in the big Ex- 
position buildings at Jackson Park will be 
practically awarded to intending exhibiters 
within the next ten days. The ultimatum has 
gone out from the Director-General’s office 
that the chiefs would be expected to allot their 
space at once and end theirtroubles. This 
means a great slaughtering of applications, a 
dread of which has caused whatever delay 
that may be complained of. In the Manu- 
factures Building there are possibly ten appli- 
ecants to one that can be accommodated with 
a loeation. Chief Robinson of the Machinery 
Department has received 1,200 applications, 
and can accommodate not more than 500. 
Other chiefs have been obliged to scale down. 
Chief Allison has had the most difficult prob- 
lem since he has had the greatest surpius of 
applications. 

The Board of Directors will hold a special 
meeting today and the question of such delay 
as has been experienced will be one of the 
things discussed. Some of the directors have 
felt that they were unduly criticised for delay 
because of the fact that the special building 
originally intended for educational exhibits 
was not contracted for until recently and the 
further fact that they have been unable to 
agree with the National Commission upon the 
adoption of a set of rules for the government 
of the Exposition and its exhibiters. These 
rules for the last two months have been 
clamored for by ey ge exhibiters and 
especially by the World’s Fair commissions 
of foreign countries. Foreigrers have been 
anxious to know just how much they would 
have to pay for power, light, heat, etc. To- 
day the rules will in all probability be adopt- 
ed. Ihe directory meeting is a special one 
and is called for the purpose of considering 
both delay in allotting s and rules. 

Mr. Allison of the ssa arbi Depart- 
ment and Dr. Peabody of the Liberal Arts 
Department have necessarily been delayed 
because of inability to provide promptly for 
the extra building which was conceded by the 
directors a few days ago. That structure will 
now be used for the Department of Ethnology 
and for housing the exhibits of the Bureau of 
Music, the Bureau of Charities, and tne 
Bureau of Hygienic exhibits. It has added 
nearly 200,000 square feet/of space to that in

LINES OF TRADE. 


G. Dun & Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade 
~Some Feeling of Uncertainty Obtains 
in Financial Circles—But the Tone in 
General Business Is Good — “ Brad- 
street's” Points to the Tendency to In- 
vest in Dividend-Paying Stock Rather 
than in Speculative Securities. 

New York, Jan, 6&—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade: | 

The business of the new year opens well. In 
every part of the country, and apparently in 
almost every branch of business, the traders 
are looking forward to a year of large trans- 
actions. But in financial circles the year 
opens with a considerable feeling of uncer- 
tainty owing to the revival of guld exports, 
which will be $2,000,060 for the current week, 
and to the doubts about the action of Con- 
gress. At Boston the jobbimg trade in dry 
goods is more active and the woolen mills full 
of orders, Trade in shoes is steady. Business 
in leather and wool is more active and in 
groceries good, At Philadelphia iron is weak 
anc the wool trade is quiet. At Pittsburg iron 
is more dull and er, but glass moderately 
strong and general trade dull. At Cincinnati 
the advance in spirits is maintained and the 
tobacco trade healthy. Business is remark- 
ably good at Cleveland, rolled products im- 
proving in demand. At Detroit business be- 
gins well. At Indianapolis money is close 
and inactive and pork packing for the last 
year has been 60 per cent of the average. 
Chieago Trade Fair with Money Strong. 

Trade at Chicagy is. fair in volume, with 
active speculation in products and stocks and 
money in strong demand at 6 per cent. Trade 
at Milwaukee is satisfactory with money in 
good demand; at St. Paul, though, trade is 
quiet and cullections slow there and at Minne- 
apolis. ‘Business at St. Louis strong. At 
Kansas City jobbing trade is good, receipta of 
live stock fair, and of grain light. At South- 
ern points business is genorally quiet. New 
Orleans business is fair, the supply of money 
ample, cotton steady, sugar in good de- 
mand, 

The government crop report started a little 
stronger buying, but wheat soon reacted to 
775¢ cents, adecline of nearly 14¢ cents for 
the week, Western receipts in three days be- 
ing over 2,000,000 bushels, In spite of as 
large receipts coru gained over one cent for 
the week and oats also, while pork rose $l 
and lard 30 and hogs 50 cents per 100 pounds. 
Coffee is unchanged and oil 1*¢ cents strong- 
er, but cotton showed no change with sales of 
590,000 bales. Speculation in stocks is de- 
pressed by monetary anxiety. Goverhment 
and other Jerge disbursements make the 
money market easier, but bankers expect ex- 
ports of gold to continue. 

In iron a weaker tone is manifest with re- 
ports of reduced prices for pig by some 
Southern concerns. Deliveries of rails for the 
last year were but 1,300,000 tons. Markets 
are irregular and weak, though in structural 
and sheet iron large business is in prospect. 
The change in relations of the Lehigh and 
Reading does not yet affect prices of . 
Copper and tin are well supported, but lead 
weak. Shipments of boots and shoes for 1892 
were 3,719,564 cases against 3,414,343 last year 
and 3,533,339 in 1890, 

Enormous Demand for Textiles, 

The most prosperous year ever known in 
textiles manufactures leaves the full produc- 
tion of most nills sold for months ahead, and 
the new year opens with great strength in 
woolens and cottons. Above all monetary 
uncertainties, the enormous demand for 
textile fabrics appears to give an assured 
future for some months to the manufacture 
and trade in these branches. 

The business failures occuring throughout 
the c untry during the last seyen days num- 
ber 340, ascompared withatotal of 435 for 
the corresponding week of last year.

The decrease for the 
first six days of January has been 71,776 bales 
under last year and 2,601 under the week 
before. This brings the total deficiency for 
the 128 days of the season ending this evening 
to 1,746,043 less than the movement for ene 
sare number of days last season and 1,165,380 
less than the season before. The tota! brought 
into sight during the last seven days has been 
170,108, against 277,150 last year and 245,772 
the year before, while the aggregates for the 
first six days of January are 127,375, against 
199,131 and 189,896.

The Coroner wishes to have 
the Columbian Guards instructed to remove all 
bodies to the morgue, to have the witnesses 
brought with the body, and to hold the inquest at 
once.

A VALUED exchange wants to know why Tas 
Trisune has recently omitted to quote each 
day the price of silver, The answer is easy. 
There was no price on the day preceding the 
omission, and the foreign news quoted else- 
where iu this issue supplies the reason. Silver 
has been offered on the New York market on 
foreign sellmg orders at prices away below 
the latest (preceding) official quotations, and 
found no buyers. The same paper intimates 
that th® daily quotation of the price of silver, 
or silver certificates, is ‘‘a deliberate conspir- 
acy to discredit a nation’s currency.” That 
is, it finds fault with a correct report of the 
market. Would it have the truth misrepre* 


sented or quietly ignored? 


Prruirs the most obvious objection to Sen- 
ator Berry’s Text-Book: bill,’ ‘intfoduced in the 
Senate at Springfield yesterday, is that it pro- 
vides for the creation of another board. There 
are too many educational boards now, and 
others ought not to be created without good 
reason. Is there any sufficient reason for the 
board proposed by Mr. Berry’s bill? No great 
trouble arises because of the lack of uniform- 
ity in text-books, and there would be no diffi- 
culty if the nem»ersof District School Boards 
acted with average carefulness and common 
sense. So great is the rivalry between school 
book publishers that one firm gives its new 
books in exchange for the old books of an-

books out of use in a district. Mr. Berry’s 
intentions are excellent, but his bill is of 
doubtful value.

CITY CONTRACTORS IN POLITICS. 

Although the Mayoralty election is. three 
months off the contest between the two lead- 
ing candidates for the Democratic nomination 
is waxing warm. One of those gentlemen— 
Mr. Washington Hesing—has made some 
statements which are calculuted to provoke a 
sharp reply from his rival, Mr. Carter H. 
Harrison. The reply will lead to a rejoinder, 
and the controversy will become an exceed- 
mgly animated one before the convenhon 
meets. ‘ 

Mr. Hesing says with much feeling, in an 
interview in one of the city papers, that “* Mr. 
Harrison is the greatest political confidence 
man in thisecountry. He works the public for 
all it is worth.”’ For the purpose of enlight- 
ening a confidenced public Mr. Hesing pro- 
fesses to explain. how his competitor has 
been so successful. He asserts that “‘ he man- 
ages to gain the respect of the respectable 
classes by exploiting his financial) policy, and 
to gather in the scum and rottenness of the 
A city by permitting them to run loose.”’ This 
accusation, however, is one which is often 
brought against successful politicians who, 
like St. Paul, make themselves ail things to 
all men, so that haply they may catch some 
votes. 

The most serious charge is that Mr. Harri- 
son has ** promised and pledged everything in 
the City Halil” to a combine of cify con- 
tractors in return for the Democratic nomi- 
nation. Stated more specifically the claarge is 
that he-has agreed to allow the contractors to 
select the Commissioner of Public Works, 
the person who has the giving of the most 
important contracts.: Mr. Hesmeg says that 
this combine went to him first, and tried in 
vain to storm thé citadel of his virtue. He 
routed the alliea sewer, paving, and sidewalk 
contractors. He said, ** Get thee behind me 
Satan,” and they got. 

On this last point Mr. Hesing’s testimony 
cannot be impeached. It is certain that he 
was offered a nomination, the price being 
the shameful surrender of a portion of his 
official power if elected. Like an honorable 
gentleman he refused to sell out. He would 
confer a favor on the people if he would state 
the names of the persons who made this in- 
famous proposition. The voters would like to 
know who the men are who compose this 
combine which assumes the power to dictate 
nominations and to elect Mayors. Who are 
these modern Warwicks? Mr. Hesing sbould 
give their names and thus smash their Slate. 

But while Mr. Hesing is able to give unim- 
peachable evidence regarding offers made 
himself such is not necessarily the case as re- 
gards offers alleged’to have been made to Mr. 
Harrison. The latter is entitled to a respect- 
ful hearing before jadgment is pronounced. 
It may turn out that he, too, has been ap- 
proached by this wicked combine, but that he, 
too, has spurned its alluring offers. Undoubt- 
ediy Mr. Harrison will have -something inter- 
esting to say on this subject at an early date, 
and it t-ay be that instead of contenting him- 
self with defensive warfare he will carry hos- 
tilities into the other camp. It is to be hoped 
that the controversy will be conducted in par- 
liamentary language, but that each of the par- 
ticipants will tell all that he knows about his 
antagonist, in order that the Democrats, with 
ali the facts before them, may be enabled to 
make the best possible selection of a Mayor- 
alty candidate. 


THE ROW IN MEXICO. 

The so-called revolution in Mexico has at 
no time reached the dignity or the danger of 
a revolution. The alleged revolutionists are 
mainly bandits and desperadoes headed by 
adventurers, some of whom it is possible have 
seen service in the Mexican army and some of 
whom may be disappointed politicians, foiled 
in schemes for money-getting. In some of 
the northern States there are disaffected citi- 
zens who are leagued with Caterina Garza 
and are seeking to foment a revolution, to up- 
set the Diaz Government, and make Garza 
President. To the present time, however, 
thére is no revolutionary army in the field. 
The rebels are in small squads operating along 
the Rio Grande River and confine their opera- 
tions to attacking other small squads of gov- 
ernment troops picketimg the Mexican side of 
the river and then seeking shelter on our side 
of the river. 

Were it not for the refuge these desperadoes 
find on United States soil they would have 
been captured or exterminated long ago. Our 
soil nas been made the base of their operations 
anda apparently this country has not sufficient 
troups on the border to prevent it. If this be 
the case then more troops should, be sent 
there and these desperadoes should be kept on 
their own side of the river. El Universal, a 
prominent Mexican Government organ, com- 
menting on this business, says: 

The facility with which malcontents arm apd 
©rganize themselves in the territory of the United 

tes and the freqnency with which they invade 
exican territory for the purpose of committing 
their depredations oblige the Government of Mex- 
ico to maintain a considerable force on the front- 
ier and te sustain other auxiliary troops in or- 
der to comply with this duty of protecting the na- 
tional territory and guaranteeing the lives and 
properties of its inhabitants, which occasions the 
outlay of large sums of money. Does the United 
States Government consider it just and conven-

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themselves on Texan soil and made ita base 
of operations against Mexico. Our laws pro- 
hibit the organization in United States terri- 
tory of armed expeditions against a neighbor- 
ing power with which we are at peace. It is 
the duty of the government, therefore, to stop 
this business and to keep these desperadoes 
on their own side of the river, where the Mex- 
ican Government would maké short work 
with them. Ifthis be not done Mexico has 
the right to complain, and when these pests 
are wiped out, as they will be'sooner or. later, 
it will have the further right to claim dam- 
ages, which, under existing treaties, will have 
to be let out to arbitration, 


“ ORGANIZED LABOR” AND “ORGANIZED 
CAPITAL.” 

A combination of workingmen for defen- 
sive or offensive purposes is spoken of as 
“organized labor.”’ The walking delegate, 
when he speaks or writes, says proudly that 
he speaks ia the name cf “organized tabor.”’ 
The phrase 1s not an incorrect one and there 
is no reason ¥hy any one should take excep- 
tion to it. But whenever the walking dele- 
gate or the workingman generally has occa- 
sion to talk about a combination of employ- 
ers or of capital for defensive or offensive 
purposes he always calls ita “‘monopoly”’ or 
a “combine.” “ Capitalistic monopoly”’ isa 
pet term. 

Yet there is in principle no difference be- 
tween the two classes of combinations. The 
only difference isin the combiners, not in 
their objects. Generally the aim of both is to 
raise and maintain prices, to defeat competi- 
tion, and to skin the consumer as thoroughly 
as possible. If combined workingmen form 
“organized labor”’ then combined capital is 
* organized capital.’”’ If combined capital is 
“capitalistic monopoly” then combined 
labor is “labor monopoly.” What is sauce 
for the goose 1s sauce for the gander. It is 
nonsense to use two words to describe the 
same thing. Either the two combinations are 
both “‘organized”’ or they are both “ mo- 
nopolies.”’ 

And ifone kind of combination is right 
why is the other to be spoken of in opprobri- 
ous terms? Ifit is wrong for capital to or- 
ganize a combine to push up the prices of 
goods is it right for labor to organize a com- 
bine to push up wages, thus making goods 
dearer to consumers? If itis right to do the 
latter why is it wrong todo the former? The 
twocombines are actuated by exactly the 
same motives. The members of both are try- 
ing to get more at the expense of somebody 
else. That isin accordance with human nat- 
ure. But why should compliance with the 
dictates of nature be wrong on the part of one 
combine and right on the part of another? 

There is much similarity between the meth- 
ods resorted to by “ organized labor ” and 
“ organized capital ’’ to carry a poiat. They 
differ in principle no morethan a strike 
does. from a lockout. When the “ capitalistic 
monopoly ”’ wishes to get outside firms into 
its coméine it first reasons, then threatens, 
then strikes a blow. When “ labor monopo 
ly ” wishes to enlist in its union ranks men 
who are working outside of them it first ex- 
plains to them the advantages of being “ or- 
ganized’”’ and of belonging toaunion. If 
they cannot be persuaded they are threatened. 
If they still refuse to yield, then they are at- 
tacked through their employer when opportu- 
nity offers. When “labor monopoly” ‘has 
him on the hip it forces him to unionize his 
establishment and drop workmen who will 
not follow suit. 

When a manufacturing firm refuses to join 
a combine a quiet, systematic attempt is made 
to ruin its business. It is undersold in every 
market, its customers are taken from it, and 
finally the firm goes into bankruptcy or the 
eombine, The methods of “ organized labor ”’ 
when it wishes to perfect its monopoly are 
more crude and violent, but they lead up to 
the same result. ‘“‘Organized labor” does 
not drive the non-union man out of the labor 
market by offering its services for less than he 
asks. Its last resort is often sticks and stones. 
The methods of “ organized capital’’ are more 
suave and less brutal, but generally are quite 
as effective for accomplishing the great vlter- 
or purpose—the exploitation of the consumer. 

“‘Organized labor ”’ has its admirable quali- 
ties. So, too, has “organized capital.”’ Each 
works for good so long as it does not allow 
itself to de dominated by greed, so as to be- 
come unmuindful of the rights of others. It is 
not proper, therefore, to make flesh of one 
and fowl of the other. It is not in good taste 
for the labor pot to charge the capitalistic 
kettle with being black. The two organiza- 
tions are tarred with the same brush, and must 
be measured by the same rule.

VAINLY T&YING TO SELL SILVER. 


The Paris editorial correspondent of the 
London Financial Times reports in its issue 


day” by French bankers to London and 
New York to sell silver for three months’ de- 
livery down to 36% pence in London. None 
of these orders was executed, and from Lon- 
don it was reported that none of the Indian 
banks would buy, not even for Jauuary de- 
livery, as they were not sure that the mints of 
Bombay and Calcutta would be open at that 
time. This asking price was for silver con- 
taining 3 parts of alloy to 37 parts of pure 
metal. It corresponds to 80% cents fur the 
fine ounce of 480 grains of pure metal, mak- 
ing the silver in the standard dollar worth but 
a trifle over 6l cents and widening out the 
commercial ratio to 26.2 to 1. It makes 
the coinage ** value” of the silver dollar to be 
63.8 per cent above the commercial value, and 
all this on the asking price of three days be- 
fore Christmas. Ifany sales had been effected 
that day the price must have been at even a low- 
erfigure than that named, so that it is perfectly 
fairto infer the real commercial value of 
tne silver in the dollar has\b2en down very 
close to 60 cents within the last fortnight. 
Besides this, the correspondent referred to, 
who is the well known authurity, Ottomar 
Haupt, reports that orders had been given by 
leading French bankers to their American 
correspondents to stipulate that all loans 
granted to the New York market for their 
account, “never nind in what manner or for 
what length of time,” shall be repaig not in 
legal but in gold money. Furthermore he 
says the French baukers have declared that 
henceforth they will buy and sell only bills 
which are expressly drawn in gold money on 
American points. He adds: “At the same 
time the official quotation of New York in our 
price list has now been stated fuse gold dollars 
only, and a note has been made to this effect 
which has likewise been adopted by the other 
exchange lists. Thus our bankers and mer- 
cuants endeavor to protect themselves against 
losses looming in the future through a mone- 
tary policy absolutely verging upon folly.” 
Surely facts like these ought to be known 
and pondered by the national legislators at 
Washington who are essaying to deal with the 
silver question. Can Messra. Bland, Stewart, 
Jones, and the rest of the silver lunatics be 
ignorant of these things? If they are they 
should pogt themselves or resign their places

The population of Cook County in 1809 was 
1,191,922. Dividing this by the just ratio @ ap- 
portionment gives Cook County six Congre#ional 
districts, leaving a remainder of 148.372, or,;22,553 
short of enough to claim seven Congressioes, 1 dis- 
tricts. 

The Morrison-Forman-Fithian combinat*m 18 
apparently planning to juggle things so ” can 
apportion five districts to Cook County uson a 
ratio of 238,385 of population, while the reminder 
of the State—especiaily that portion und, r its 
dominion—would have districts formed vith a 
ratio of less than 150,000 of population. 

Clearly enough there is no justice or gond:. pub- 
lic policy in giving Chicago less than her rivhtfal 
share of representation. Chicago needs “epre- 
sentation in Congress.

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CONDEMNATION OF PROPERTY FOR 
SCHOOL SITES. ; 

Mr. Erickson’s bill permitting Boarts of 
Education to condemn property for s+hool 
sites is a necessary measure for Chicage. but 
it will be well before urging it to hav« the 
opinion of good lawyers as to its constitytion- 
ality. The provision interpolated in th» bill 
to permit Boards of Education to brrow 
money for: the erection of school builsings 
seems to be wholly unnecessary. The ‘ten- 
eral Schoot law now authorizes boards t¢ levy 
a 2 per cent tax for educational and-a 3 
per cent tax for building purposes. In’ Chi. 
eago the power to levy this tax is vesté”A in 
the Council, which exercises its author‘y in 
that regard. The school expenditures arf not 
incladed within the 2 per cent munivipal’-lim- 
itation. The Chicago Council makes -such 
generous appropriations for buildings, that 
there is no necessity for borrowing. Th in- 
terpolated clause concerning the -issi» of 
bonds ought therefore to be stricken from 
Mr. Erickson’s bili in committee, or perhaps 
it would be better still to introduce a sit!:pler 
one, providing for the condemnation of ;rop- 
erty for school sites and nothmg more. ‘Such 
a law is necessary to prevent the form*tion 
of school site rings and the exaction of ¢éAtor- 
tionate prices by combinations of that “ind 
for lots wheteon to erect schvol-houses. “Yow 
when the Chicago School Board propos(s to 
erect a building in any district word is gven 
to some member of the school site com\.na- 
tion, which immediately proceeds to oljain 
an option on all the vacant property in_ the 
district in question. When the lot is ader- 
tised for members of the combination ¢ifer 
the lots on which they have options. at 
double their value and the School Board hys to 
pay the price. This ring robbery ca.be 
stopped if the School Board is given the riht 
under the law to condemn the property. 
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A VISITING committee from Toledo has in- 
vestigated the matter of smoke prevention in 
this city, and its minority report refers to 
“the phenomenal results in complete combus- 
tion observed in Chicago.”” This is encour- 
aging. It should cheer up the faint-hearted 
ones who, while hoping for a purified at mos- 
phere, have doubted that such a result could 
be obtained through the labors of the Society 
for the Prevention of Smoke or by any other 
means. It is true the report intimates a con- 
viction that the “* phenomenal results’ spoken 
of are due more to the powerful induced 
drafts through chimneys of extradrdinary 
height than to any peculiar form or detail of 
furnace construction, But if this view be 
correct the result is satisfactory, for the offi- 
cers of the society have not committed them- 
selves to any particular plan.. The majority 
of the Toledo committee favors the enforce- 
ment of the smoke ordinance on the ground 
that “‘smoke can be abated without apy 
serious inconvenience to owners of steam 
plants.”’ This is a sound and sensible con- 
clusion. It was arrived at several months ago 
by the members of the Chicago society, and 
since then they have succeeded in convincing 
agood many steammakers that the view is a 
correct cone. They should redouble their ef- 
forts during the next few months, so that vis- 
itors to the Fair may find here a reasonably 
clean atmosphere besides the clean streets and 
alleys which recent utterances of. Mayor 
Washburne give promise of for next summer. 


Taz Common Council of Des Moines has 
passed an ordinance for the licensing of 
saloons. It does not bear that name. Ostensi- 
bly it is for the licensimg of restaurants, but 
it 1s intended that those which take out 
licenses shall be protected in the sale of 
liquor. This is the method which has been in 
use for some time in the river towns to enable 
them to evade the prohibitory law, get reve- 
nue from saloons, and be in a position to reg- 
ulate them. Des Moines has swarmed with 


disreputable doggeries for years, and at last . 


the people of ‘that city have decided to cut 
loose from this farce of prohibition which does 
not prohibit. 

It would be better for the morals of the 
community if the prohibitory law were re- 
pealed and a high license and local option one 
substituted for it. The spirit of respect for 
law is not fostered and developed when the 
municipal authorities of the leading cities of 
the State are seen engaged in the deliberate, 
unchecked violation of one of the statutes, 
and when in other places it is violated with 
comparative impunity by private individuals. 

This action of the Des Moines Council is 
another warning to the Republicans that they 
must cut loose from prohibition this fail when 
they vote for a Governor and members of the 
Legislature, or they will lose the latter and 
with it a United States Senator. The Repub- 
licans carried the State last year by a good 
majority. They can do it again, but not by 
posing as the defenders of a mischievous and 
nullified law. 


Reports from Washington indicate the 
probability that the repeal of the Sherman 
act of July 14, 1890, whether with or without 
the passage of some other law, only can be 
accomplished after a long discussion, if at all. 
There is a growing sentiment in regard to the 
necessity of some action to lessen the pending 
danger that the gold guarantee will prove 
uaequal to the task of maintaiming the value 
of the currency unit if the load of silver it 
has to carry be much further increased, but 
the extremists on both sides are positive and 
not disposed to yield without a long struggle. 
Hence it is important that the friends of 
sound currency insist on the passage of the 
McPherson fesolution to suspend the monthly 
purchases of silver. There should not be 
much trouble in getting to a vote on that, 
since it is only in the nature of an injunction 
to prevent the further commission \of an al- 
leged wrong till such time as the merits of the 
case can be fully inquired into. Both Houses 
should be able to agree to the suspension 
without much loss of time, while it is not im- 
possible they will fail to agree on more per- 
manent legislation before the end of the 
present Congress. So the true friends of 
sound money should unite to press for the 
adoption of the McPherson resolution, and 
after that is achieved they can then bend 
their energies to the task of convincing their 
wayward brethren that the best interests of 
the countryidemand an abandonment of the 
effort to hold up silver to more than 50 per 
cent above its admitted commercial value. 

Tuz Vilas argument against the anti-op- 
tion bill in the Senate was a powerful one. 
He attacked the measure on the ground that 
it is unconstitutional, and that its object was 
not to raise revenue but to apply the Federal 
power as with hydraulic pressure to the ex- 
termination of the now universal method , of 
making sales of the enumerated articles. The 
Senator scored a deciaed advantage in gaining 
from Senatér Washburn an admission that 
the latter was not willing to have a dividing 
line drawn between contracts for future de- 
livery made without any expectation of such 
delivery and those in which such delivery was 
expected by one of the parties to the contract, 
if not both. Senator Washburn held that 95 
per cent of the contracts for future delivery 
of grain and cotton belong to the first named 
class, and would not be enforced by the courts. 
He cannot make that plea truly in regard to 
flour, nor can he deny thata very large pro- 
portion of the flour produced in the United 
States is sold on contracts without reference 
to brand. A careful canvass of the matter 
warrants the statement that about 90 per cent 
of the flour sales made on the Chicago Board 
of Trade are for future delivery without refer- 
ence to brand. The rule is stated to be that 
the flour is sold on the agreement that «t shall 
be equal in quality to a specified sample, and 
the flour is delivered Without branding, the 
brand of the seller »being subsequently placed 
upon the packages.

While tae year has’witnessed no sudden mak- 
ing of splendid names in this region, its con- 
tribution to Western literature has not fallen 
off in respect of quality. Some excellicnt 
work has peen done by Western’ authors in 
the last twelve months; unfortunately there 
“is very little of it, all told. The vast district of 
which Chicago is the center has not been very 
fertile of good writers, and its literary outpat 
bears no sort of proportion to the wealth and 
intelligence of its p ‘pulation. Our literature 
is notably deficient in works of history, biog- 
raphy, philosophy, and science. Let us hope 
that the University of Chicago will heraafter 
exert a stitoulating influence upon the liter- 
ary production of the West. 

n the department of prose fiction Ham- 
lin Garland is easily first. ‘‘ Jason £d@Pards,”’ 
*“*A Member of the Third House,’”’ ** A Spoil 
of Olfice,” and “A Little Norsk” were all 
issued in book form during the last year. 
All of these are animated by an earnest pur- 
pose, and are characterized by a truthful, 
vigorous, and sympathetic art. “A Little 
Norsk ’’ in particular is a lovely work. Mr. 
Stanley Waterlvoo’s first novel, ** A Man and a 
Woman,” although open to serious objection 
from the stand point of—well, moral esthetics— 
reveals much literary power,and justifies one in 
forming great expectations of its author. 
Miss Ryan, with her “ Squaw Elouise,”’ and 
Mr. Fuller, with his ** Chatelaine of La Trin- 
ité,”’ have repeated the successes of previous 
works, Mr. Roswell M. Ficid’s collection of 
short stories, “In Sunflower Land,” is racy 
of the Western soil, and Miss Marguerite 
Bouvet’s fairy tale, *‘ Prince ‘lip Top,’ is a 
pretty trifle. 

In poetry Miss Harriet Monroe’s “ Colum- 
bian Ode,’”’ Mr. Ernest McGaffey’s ‘*‘ Poems 
of Gun and Rod,’’ Mr. Maurice Thompson’s 
Poems,” and Dr. Egan’s ‘Songs and Son- 
nets’’ are among the most nuteworthy pro- 
ductions. When we consider that two at 
least of our foremost poets—Miss Edith M. 
Thomas and

Miss Bessie McDougal Receives the Na- 
tion’s Thanks for a Courageous Act, 

Uncle Sam has just paid a well-deserved 
tribute to heroism and beauty. A general or- 
der of the Secretary of the Nary has been 
read from the quarterdeck of every ship in 
the service to the assembled officers and crew, 
tendering the thanks of the Nation to a young 
and beautiful girl for services rendered on the 
occasion of the recent explosion at Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard, California, The heroic char- 
acter of these services is, however, not de- 
scribed in the message of thanks which has 
just been read in every part of the world 
where the Star Spangled Banner floats over a 
man-of-war. If it had been there would have 
come a cheer from the assembled blue jackets 
more eloquent of appreciation than is possi- 
ble in a semi-legal document, says Kale Field’s 
Washington, — 

A dozen or more young sailors from the 
U. S. S. Boston were filling shelis at the Mare 
Island magazine. Somehow—for no one is 
alive to tell how—a shell exploded and in an 
instant the whole building went up in fire and 
smoke. A dozen men were killed outright. 
At the moment of the explosion a young girl 
was driving in a pony cart toward the maga-

‘WOMEN AND THE EAW. 


LEGAL STANDING OF SEX IN THE 
STATE OF ILLINOIS. 


Rights and Privileges ‘as Defined by the 
Courts—While in Most Cases Women 
Are Placed on an Equality with Men 
There Are a Few Striking Instances of 
Injusticea—Laws Regulating Guardian- 
ship and Marriage—Causes for Which 
Divorce May Be Secured. 

Decatur, Ill, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—There 
was an unusually large attendance at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Woman’s club in the as- 
sembly room. The Hon. C. A. Ewing was 
present and introduced Prof. Edward: Bemis 
of the Chicago University, who gave an ad- 


dress on the “History and Purpose of Uni- 
Mrs. H. C, Johns read a 


paperon the “Laws of Illinois Affecting 


Women.” Mrs. Johns said: 

Within the last quarter of a century few sub- 
jects have been so generally discussed and agi- 
tated as woman’s rights and disabilities. Rad- 
ical changes in laws relating to women have been 
made all over the world, and there are now few 
rights or privileges which woman does pot hold 
in equality with man. : 

Man as lawmaker has voluntarily resigned 
almost limitless power and personal advantage 
has conquered the prejudices and traditions o 
ages, and placed by his side on an equal plane of 
human rights the woman who in all the past has 
been legally held under his feet. The experience 
of these years gives assurance that woman may, 
without fear of injustice, trust her welfare and 
her rights to fathers, brothers, and sons. 

Little more than a quarter of a century ago 4 
married woman had few iegal rights that any 
man, especially her husband, was bound to re- 
spect. Marriage made the twain one, and the 
one was the husband. The wife’s person, her 
children, her inheritance, her time, her prop- 
erty and her earnings, were absolutely’gher hus- 
band’s by law, yet the thousands, nay hundreds of 
thousands of happy homes, where devoted hus- 
bands and loving wives lived in peace and ruled 
their households in harmony, attest the truth 
that love is stronger than iaw. Human nature 
guided by Christanity has placed the relation of 
husband and wife above and beyond the necessity 
oflaw. It will always be impossible to construct 
any law that will bind husband and wife in the 
amenities of domestic life as does the law which 
bids the husband love, cherish, and protect, and 
the wife to love, honor, and “re 

There are, however, always a few who defy nat- 
ure and Christianity, and for these it became 
necessary that law should enforce right. The 
enactment of the Married Woman’s Act in 1561 
and the various amendments and additions to 
that act have given women in Illinois the same 
rights and privileges that men enjoy, with few 
exceptions, notably the right of suffrage; and 
this men seem more willing to grant than women 
to accept. In a few instances the law gives to 
women a decided advantage over men, and there 
yet remain some relics of the past inequality of 
woman with man which in the hands of the un- 
just or unprincipled might work great injustice 
to wife and mother. 

Guardianship and Marriage. 


A woman attains her majority for all purposes 
at 18 years of e. While she is a minor her 
father or guardian has coatrol of her person, her 
property, her income, and her earnings. During 
the father’s life he is the sole guardian of his 
minor child, and after his death the mother takes 
his place. The father may, without the mother’s 
consent, hire or bind his children to service, he 
can collect and expend all their earnings, he may 
decide upon all matters connected with their ed- 
ucation, and the mother has no legal right to in- 
terfere. Property devised to a minor may be con- 
trolled by a guardian other than a parent, but 
the father first and then the mother are the guard- 
ians of the person and the education of the 
child. The marriage of a ward discharges the 
parent or guardian from the custody of the per- 
son and education of such ward, but not from the 
control of property. 

No girl under 14 years of age can legally marry, 
and the consent of parent or guardian is re- 
quired if a girl is under 18. Parents are under no 
legal obligation to provide. a home for or support 
their children after they have attained their ma- 
jority excent the child is crippled, idiotic, or in- 
sane, and would otherwise become a county 
charge. After a woman attains her majority and 
until she is married there are no special laws af- 
fecting her person or her property. 

The taws of Lilinois require that before mar- 
riage a license shall be obtained from the County 
Clerk, to obtain which a statement of the nation- 
ality,, parentage, age, color,  ete¢., of 
each of the parties and their parents 
shall be made and sworn s_—ita,, and 
recorded by the clerk. Upon presentation of this 
license any Judge, Justice of the Peace, or Chris- 
tian minister may perform a marriage ceremony 
and pronounce the twain one flesh. Any Quaker 
or person of other religjous denomination may, 
by aflirmation or other form in the presence of 
witnesses, become man wife. Any persons 
living together before the community as man 
and wife and in any way acknowledging that re- 
lation are pronounced such by the law of Iiii- 
nois. A marriage contracted in any other State 
or country in accordanee with the laws of that 
State is valid in Lilinois. The general rule is that 
the validity of a marriage is determine by the 
laws of the place whero the marriage was con- 
tracted. A foreigner if married according to the 
laws of this State is lega:ly married in any part 
of the United States, but if the marriage laws of 
his own country have not been complied with 
the marriage can be annulied in that country, 
but if such person marries again he or she may 
be convicted of bigamy. 

In accordance with the laws of Illinois the 
husband is obliged to provide for necessary house- 
hold expenses and for the education of his child- 
ren accord to his station in life. For these 
purposes the law constitutes his wife his agent, 
made so by the marriage, and unless he revokes 
this agency by public advertisement he is bound 
by any contract she makes, unless it can be shown 
‘to the satisfaction of the court that these con- 
tracts were extravagant, not necessary, vr not 
conf »rmable to his station in life. Indeed some 
of tue authorities declare that this agency is ir- 
revocable, and that the husband has no power to 
cancel it as long as the marriage relation exists. 
American authorities sustain the law on the 
ground that there is not only a power on the wife 
as his agent to get necessaries for herself and fam- 
ily, but that it is a duty arising out of the mar- 
riagé contract, also that the husband cannot be 
the sole judge of what is necessary for his family 


support. 
In Regard to Property. 


Any property, personal or real, which a married 
woman is possessed of at thetime of her mar- 
riage, or which she may acquire by gift from her 
busband or other person, or which she has pur- 
chased from any one other than her husband, 
with all accretions, rents, or earnings of said 
property, as well as her earnings or profits from 
any business in which she engages, are as abso- 
lutely her own as if she were unmarried, and she 
may sell, give away, or devise by will any and all 
such property without her husband's consent, ex- 
cept that in the sale of real estate the husband 
must join in the deed to relinquish: dower rights. 
A wife’s personal property is not liable for hus- 
band’s debts. except “that the necessary expense 
of the family may be chargeable upon the prop- 
erty of both husband and wife in favorof credit- 
ors, and they ae be sued jointly or separately 
for the same.’’ The husband is the presumed 
owner of property in his wife’s possession, and 
she has burden of proof to show title in herself. 
Housebold furniture and all personal property 


belongs to the husband anless expressly present- 
ed to the wife or purchased with her own money, 
and the husband can sell or otherwise dispose of 
such property without consent of his wife, except 
in the caseof a chattel mortgage on potenadl 
furniture, which must be joined in by the wife. 

It may become nedessary fora jury to decide 
what isa wife’s separate business. If the hus- 
band cultivates the wife’s land heis presumed to 
do so with her consent, and he is the owner of the 

roduct, unless under a specific agreement that 
acts as her agent; in that case thecrop is hers. 
Keeping boarders seems to be legally the wife’s 
separate business for a decision is on record 
where land bought in the wife’s name with mouey 
so earned was held to be her separate property. 
Neither husband nor wife is entitled to receive any 
compensation for any labor performed or any 
service renderéd for the other, whether in the 
management of property or otherwise. - Either 
the husband or wife may, however, enter into 
contract to employ the other and pay for services 
rendered. Thus a wife may employ her husband 
as her agent to take charge of her property, and 
may agree upon a salary for his services, 
and this agreement will hold good 
against her property. Or the husband 
may agree to pay a stipulated salary or a percent 
of profits to the wife for services rendered in the 
home orin his business, and shé can collect the 
same from him or his estate; but if there is no 
agreement as to pay for services or profits from 
business neither can coilect from the estate uf the 
other compensation for services rendered. Thus 
a farmer's wife may work early and late, from 
youth to old agé she may give her time and her 
strength to the farm, the husband meantime 
growing rich by the rise in the value of his land 
and the products, including, butter, eggs. etc., 
yet at his death the wife has only her life interest 
in one-third of the land and such personal prop- 
erty as the law sets aside forher use. She cannot 
devise by will any persion of the property accu- 
mulated as much by her work as her edhendts 
whiie he by will may deprive her children of any 
portion of his estate. He can sell the cow she 
milks, the chickens she®has raised, the quilt she 
has pieced, the feather bed and the rag carpet she 
has made. Anything, everything in the house or 
on the farm belongs to him, unless he has made 
her a present of it or she has bought it with her 
Own money. 

A married women may engage in business, 
make contracts, and incur liabilities; she may 
enter into a business partnership with her hus- 
band or, with his consent, with otber persons. 
But she can hardly find time for these things 
while she has husband, children, and home to 
cate for, anless she contracts with her husband 
for a partnership in his business or for a salary 
for her services. Every wife, tnerefore, who de- 
votes her time, talents, and strength to her hus- 
band and his interests should enter into partner- 
ship with him, or contract for payment for her 
services, 

A married woman may sue or be sued alone. A 
wife when sued with her husbana may plead sep- 
arately. Husband and wife may sue each other 
ap ett of property unlawfully obtained 

For any civil injuries committed by a 
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or 
must support her according to if 
the baseaadl lives apart from his wife by his fault 
he cannot er her to contribute to his sup- 
rt. Ifeither husband or wife desert the other 
or one year and leave the State or is committed 
to the penitentiary the court may allow the re- 
maining one to manage, control, sell, or incumber 
the propérty of the other for the support of the 
family and the payment of debts. 


To Obtain Divorce. 


Divorce may be obtained in Llinois on the 
grounds of impotence, adultery. desertion for 
two years, extreme and repeated cruelty; con- 
viction of felony or other infamous crime, or 
habitual drunkenness for two years. Courts of 
chancery have full power to hear and determine 
all causes for divorce not provided for by any 
law of the State. Legitimacy of children is not 
aifected “4 divorce, except in cases where the

ending suit for divorce the husband cannot 
interpose any restraiat on the Bg near pe 
of the wife. The husband is required to 
pay & the wife such sum of money as will en- 
able her to defend or maintain the suit, and 
such equitable alimony as the court may decree 
r nable and proper. The court may allow 
the Hivorced wile ‘ty assume her maiden name, 
or the name of her former husband. When a 
divorce has been decreed the court decides the 
custody of the minor children and the amount. of 
alimony. “a 

It is as a widow that a woman has most to do 
with law. Within sixty days after a husband 
dies the law begins to interfere in the private and 
personal affairs of his widow. Figst, an admin- 
istrator must be appointed whose duties are to 
collect and prese the estate of the deceased 
and to distribute if in the. manner and to the 
persons directed by law. The widow has in 
all cases the preference as administrator, but if 
within sixty days after the death of her husband 
she has not applied for grant of administration 
the court appoints one next of kin having the 
preteens. and creditors next. The duties and 

iabilities of an administration are onerous, and 
any woman who pts them should carefully 
study the law of administration. 

The first duty of an administrator or executor 
is to make a full inventory of ail the property, 
real or personal, of the deceased. The law pre- 
sumes that everything belongs to the husband. 
If the wife owns ony part of the household goods 
she must establish her ownership. After the in- 
ventory three persons not related to the deceased 
or interested in the administration of the estate 
are appointed to appraise the value of every 
article inventoried. ree strangers invade the 
sacred privacy of the home to value every article 
in it, from the piano to the butcher-knife, from 
the meat in the smoke-house to the potatoes in 
the bin. 

From this inventory and at the value appraised 
the widow is awarded an allowance which shall 
be her 'sole and exclusive property, in exclusion 
of debts, claims, legacies, and bequests. except 
funeral expenses. 


Details of the Award. 


This award consists of, first, family pictures 
and the wearing apparel, jewels, and ornaments 
of herself and family; second. schoolbooks and 
family library to the value of $100; third, one sew- 
ing machine; fourth, necessary bedsteads, 
and bedding for herself and family; fifth, the 
stove and pipes used in family, with the nec- 
essary cooking utensils, or,in case they have 
none. $150 in money; sixth. household and kitchen 
furniture to che value of $100; seventh, one milch 
cow and calf for every four members of the fam- 
ily; eighth, two sheep for each member of the 
family and the fleeces taken from the same, and 
one horse, saddle, and bridle; ninth, provision 
for herself and family for one year; tenth, food 
for the stock above specified for six months; 
eleventh, fuel for herself and family for three 
months ; twelfth, $100 worth of other property 
suited to her condition in life, to be selected by 
herself; or the widow mayin lieu of the forego- 

receive its value in money. 

he word family aa usedin the statute means 
widow, minor children, servants, and all other 
persons belonging to the private household of the 
deceased. If the widow chooses her award in 
money, itis a demand inst real estate if sale 
of personal propérty will not pay it. When there 
is no property of the kind mentioned in the 
schedule, the appraisers may award a gross sum 
of money in lieu thereof, except for family pict- 
ures, jewels, and ornaments. If there is no 
widow, the same awardis made tothe children 
in the home. 

After funeral expenses are paid, the first claim 
on any estate is the wsaward, If the prop- 
erty inventoried doeg not exceed the value 
of the widow’s allowance all other creditors are 
barred. After the widow's award is paid other 
claims on the estate are settled in a certain pre- 
scribed order. 

When all debts are d and all claims settled 
the surviving husband or wife is entitled to a life 
interest in all real estate and one-third of all per- 
sonal property of the dece , and this is.called 
dower. In case there are no children the survivor 
inherits one-half of all realty and all personal 
property, but the inheritance does not bar from 
dower inthe other half. Provision for either in 
willin liew of all other rights excludes dower, 
The survivor is not compelled to accept the pro- 
vision in a will, bat may demand dower instead. 

A wife cannot dis of her dower, and a 
widow cannot be deprived of her dower except by 
her voluntary act. Mortgages not signed by the 
wife are no bar to dower. 

Where a deed by busband and wife becomes 
inoperative as to the husband, because made to 
defraud creditors, it will not bar the wife’s dower. 
The wife does not lose dower by divorce unless 
it is granted for her misconduct or fault. If 
husband or wife leaves the other and commits 
adultery, he or she $hall be forever barred from 
dower unless offense is afterward condoned and 
they live together ag man and wife. No convey- 
ance of either, without consent of the other and 
no crime or forfeiture shall debar dower. 

After all claims on the estate are settled and 
the administrator is released, the court appoints 
three disinterested commissioners, who shall go 
upon the premises andif the same are suscept- 
ible of division without prejudice to the parties 
in interest, they shall set off one-third as dower, 
which dower need not be assigued in each sep- 
erate tract, but may be allotted in a body out of 
one or more tracts of land, or, where it is im- 
possible to make an equitable division of estate, 
dower may be assigned from rents or profits. 

The surviving husband or wife shall have the 
homestead or dwelling-bouse if he orshe desires 
and may, in any case, occupy homestead until 
dower is assigned. 


The Bereaved Husband’s ‘Rights. 


These acts and statutes show that when a hus- 
band dies the law takes hold of the estate and de- 
cides how it shall be disposed of, but if a wife 
dies, unless she has property in her own right 
the husband goes righton with his affairs an 
disposes of household goods if he chooses and 
there seems to be no laws requiring an investiga- 
tion into the ownership of any personal property, 
The husband may dispose of ail his estate as he 
pleases and may, by will, deprive his children of 
all inheritance in the same, The following case 
illustrates the injustice of these laws: A man en- 
tered a section of land, borrowed money to make 
the first payment. He and his young wife went 
into an humble cabin and worked together to im- 
prove the land and pay the debt. Tnough she 
bere him six children in ten years she rarely had 
a servant to assist her in the honse. The butter 
she made and the chickens she raised were sold to 
purchase household necessaries. As the farm 
grew in value and the busband’s wealth increased 
the wife’s work grew harder. House servants 
could not be found, but men to work the land and 
care for the stock were always plenty. They had 
to be boarded and lodged, and the wife bore 
this burden. She lived eighteen years on the 
farm, a loving and devoted wife, contented with 
her lot, and proud of the wealth and social posi- 
tion of her family, and then died. In two years 
her husband’s lonely lot became unbearable, and 
he took to himself asecond wife. His children 
opposed his marriage, and thus incurred the en- 
mity of the stepmother, and when, five years 
after his second marriage, he died, it was found 
that his entire estate, valued at $60,000, was willed 
to his second wife and her children. The reason 
assigned for disinheriting his children was 
obedience. 

Now, had he died instead of the mother of 
these children, there would have been awarded 
to her about $1, worth of household goods, 
one-third of his personal property, and a life 
interest in one-third of the farm she had worked 
so nobly to pay for. However disobedient her 
children might have been, she would have bad no 
power tocut them out of their inheritance or 
any portion of it, and hadshe married again lier 
children by ber second marriage could have 
had no provision made for them out of the 
estate. 

It may be said that this is an extreme case, that 

few wives help to make their husbands’ estate, 
that the majority only spend it. but, ifa woman 
has loyally lived with her husband for years, has 
borne him children and made his home, she has 
had no time for money making, and the estate 
accumulated by him in his sphere, while she was 
doing wifely duties in hers, should be mutual 
property, and the laws governing it should make 
no distinction between husband and wife. 
While the laws of Lilinois have in most instances 
placed women on an equality with man, and in 
some cases given her decided advantage over him, 
there are still a few statutes that need to be 
changed before a wife stands before the law the 
equal of her husband.

POINTS TO WHIOH Te0 MUOH ATTEN- 


TION CANNOT BE GIVEN, 


How Women Who Think They Are Pur- 
chasing Rare Specimens of Louis XIV. 
Art Are Often Deceived—Clever Im- 
positions Palmed Off as Antiques by 
Unscrupulous Dealers—Only by Study- 
ing the Science of Marks Can the Ama- 
teur Hope to Detect Counterfeits. 


French silverware of the timé of Louis 
XIV., on which much of the best old English 
ware has been modeled, is excessively rare in 
consequence of the many political and social 
changes which have led to its destruction in 
large quantities, Much of. it was melted 
down in the latter years of Louis XIV. in or- 
der to supply to small bourgeois families, 
unaffected by politics; yet these pieces 
have in recent years commanded very 
high prices. Collections made some 
twenty-five years ago, when old candle- 
sticks, coffee-pots, jugs, and sugar-bowls 
could—on rare occasions, it .is true—be 
picked up for the value of the metal or little 
over, have sold at an enormous advance on 
their cost. Thus, at the recent sale of the 
Baron Jerome Pichon, President ‘of the 
Society of French Bibliophiles, a mug which 
he had bought for three hundred francs

went as high as fourteen thousand. It was 
covered with admirable chasings, and such a 
piece is of the greatest rarity, but in the good 
old times one did not have to pay on the 


workmanship. 

Mr. Eudel in the Revue des Arts Decoratifs 
tells how he became possessed of a pair of 
wonderful candlesticks chiseled by Lehend- 
rick, pupil of Tfomas Germain, and for which 
he was asked to pay merely 50 francs ($10) 
more than the value of the silver. They had 
been preserved under giass, with a bit of 
camphor placed by them to prevent oxidation, 
and their absolute freshness of appeacance 
made him at first suspicious of fraud. Since 
tnen frauds have turned up in plenty. 

As amateurs have become more numerous 
and good old pieces have not, the latter have 
gone up in price, and the margin of profit for 
** cheats’? has assumed tempting prceportions. 
The favorite trick has been to surdecorate old 
but plain wares. Coffeepots originally devoid 
of ornament appear covered with elaborate 
chasing; old goblets are hammered up into 
any shape desired; spoons are transformed 
into four-pronged forks, and really good 
pieces are copied in detail with the most 
laborious fidelity. 

In one important particular the counter- 
feiters er often at fault. The science of marks 
is one t every amateur and, therefore, every 
counterfeiter, should study; but che latter, re- 
lying on the ignorance of the former class, 
does not usually take the trouble. When he 
obtains an old piece bearing its proper marks 
he does not take pains to accommodate 
his work upon it to the style of 
the time which these marks denote. 
He is probably exercised in one style 
only, and decorates in that way every plain 
oid piece that comes into his hands, rogard- 
less of its date. For the same reasons, when 
he makes an entirely new piece, which he

wishes to pass off for old, he seldom places 
his marks properly, or has them properly re- 
lated to one another. 

This is not surprising, for in every French 
city the Hail-marks and silversmith’s marks 
fuliow a different system. As an object les- 
son, the City of Paris may be taken. The 
**poingon de charge,” or mark of the “ fer- 
mier,” or revenue collector is always an A, 
surmounted, since 1732, by a crown, before 
that by a coronet: but the shape ofthe A is 
different for each * fermier.” Lhe “ poin- 
con de la maison commune” of the trade 
is what in Enylish we call the “ Hall- 
mark.’’ Asin the case of the marks on Sév- 
res porcelain, it is a letter surmounted by an 
open coronet, until 1786, when the coronet be- 
comes acrown. The letters are always Ko- 
man capitals, and they change from year to 
year, following the order of the alphabet, but 
omitting U and J. Thesystem was adopted 
in 1461, under Louis XI. The “marque du 
maitre,’’ or “ poingon de l’orfévre,”’ is the 
signature of the maker of the piece, and usual- 
ly contains the initial letters of his name, ac- 
companied by some device. The “ poingon 
de decharge ’’ was added on payment of the 
tax. In the French provinces the system fol- 
lowed was the same, but the marks added to 
the silver were different for each province,

great deal of time, care, and attention on his 
work, he will find it impossible to buy bellows 
to fit it, says the Art Amateur. vs it is dif- 
ficult to get two pairs of bellows of the same 
size, even when purchasing by the dozen, it is 
always advisable to procure bellows before at- 
tempting to make the mount. 

First carefully remove the nails that secure 
the leather from the edge of the working iift, 
also those that form the hinge. None but 
these need be removed. Now cutout a square 
of-twenty-two gauge metal haif an inch larger 
than the lift or front of the bellows—that is to 
say, half an inch larger from the hinge to the 
handle, and half an inch wider each side of 
the fullest width. Scribe off the exact size of 
the wood on to the metal. Then transfer the 
design. The metal is worked in the square on 
a composition _ bed. corners of 
the square should be ‘ turned to 
a slight angle before putting in 
the composition. This will secure the metal 
while being worked, and keep it from buck- 
ling or leaving the bed. The design given is 
worked from both sides of the metal. The 
first tracing should only be sufficient to show 
the design on the other side. After this trac- 
ing the metal is removed from the bed, the 
corners are reversedwand the metal is put 
into the composition again face downward. 
The greater part of the design can be raised 
and modeled with the ballend of the ham- 
mer. The work should next be annealed and 
then flattened out with a mallet and returned 
to the bed face upward, where it is rounded 
up and given the final finish. 

Now take the shears and cut out the mount, 
making it as much larger all the way round 
as the thickness of the wood of the lift. Cut 
out the little wedges around the edge asshown, 
up to the line of the size of the lift. It will 
be observed that the greater the curve the 
closer these notches will have come together. 
The pieces .that. remain have small holes 
drilled or pricked in them. y are then 
turned toa right angle. This can be done 
with a pair of wide-nosed’ r'iers. The work 
is now ready to be dipped, polished, 


uered. 

After this is done the bel!ows is placed in- 
side the mount. The laps can be driven close 
up to the wood with a hammer. The mount 
should be securely fastened with escut®heon 
pins driven into the holes previously drilled.
